To the States is 
reserved the right to appoint militia 
officers, but even the exercise of this 
right can be regulated in Congress 
by the prescription of qualifications 
for the appointees. 
The trouble is 


lowever, that the National Guard is 
not the constitutional 
militia. In- 


deed, in its origin the National Guard: 
was a protest against the inadequa- 


of the militia organization provid- 


ed for by Congress in the 
law 
of 


1792. The volunteer companies and 
battalions, which began to be form- 
ed in the States soon after the war 
of 1^12. were not enrolled in accor- 
dance with the Militia law. On the 
•ontrary, after the 
had become rec- 


osnized by the States in which they 
iad become recognized by the States 
n which they were voluntarily cre- 
ated, they became the 
objects 
of 


voluminous legislation. Many of the 
States have military codes; and in all 
these the terms of enlistment 
and 


service are prescribed, the

5 MILLION" VKAKS OLD 


FOUXD BY A STUDKXT *

Stanford 
University, Calif., 


April 22.—A pearl estimated to 
have been formed five million 
years ago and said to be the 
oldest specimen of its kind in 
the world, was found by Stanley 
C. Hen-old, a Stanford student, 
six months ago, it became 
known today. The pearl will be 
presented to Stanford museum. 


The pearl, oyster and cockle- 


shell, in which it was imbedded, 
came to Stanford in a consign- 
ment 
of 
geological material 


from the coast of the state of 
Washington. 


According to university au- 


thorities the pearl is of little 
value as a gem, but the oyster 
in which it was found, origi- 
nated, they say, probably in the 
Palezoic period, but which they 
have credited to the 
Eocene 


epoch.
